Dear  listeners, 

I  want  to  thank  all  of  you  who  have  made  a  recent  contribution  to  KPFK.  If 
you  joined  as  a  first-time  subscriber,  welcome  aboard.  If  you've  renewed 
your  sponsorship,  thank  you  for  signing  on  again.  And  if  you  gave  an 
additional  gift  in  response  to  our  direct  mail  appeals,  special  thanks  for 
sustaining  us  in  our  time  of  need.  Though  we  began  the  summer  with  some 
apprehension  about  our  cash  flow,  you  responded  magnificently  to  our 
appeals.  Thank  you  for  honoring  us  with  your  support. 

Unfortunately,  our  real  income  seems  to  be  peaking.  While  our  on-air 
fundraising  earns  pledges,  our  ability  lo  collect  on  those  promises  leaves 
something  to  be  desired.  As  a  result,  we  won't  be  growing  in  any  significant 
way,  at  leasl  for  the  next  few  months,  until  the  present  revenue  picture 
becomes  more  clear.  Moreover,  the  continuing  cutbacks  in  federal  funds  for 
public  radio  (which  comes  in  the  form  of  money  to  match  your  contributions) 
will  give  us  a  smaller  total  income  for  this  fiscal  year. 

While  I'm  on  the  subject  of  dollar  daze,  please  know  thai  KPFK' s  subscription  rates  will  be  increased  as  of  January 
1 ,  1990.  Our  staff  has  nol  finally  decided  on  the  specific  amount,  but  we're  looking  at  a  25%  hike  in  the  S20,  $40 
and  $  100  subscription  rates.  This  will  be  the  first  increase  in  more  than  five  years;  and  it  will  make  some  headway 
against  the  inflation  in  our  expenses,  including  electricity,  phones,  paper  &  printing  and  health  benefits  for  our 
employees. 

Meanwhile,  there  are  some  items  in  our  budget  which  are  affected  by  our  income  plaleau.  Here's  the  story  in  brief. 

The  Folio  which  you  have  received  has  become  a  bimonthly  publication,  until  lime,  money  and  a  good  plan  allow 
us  more  flexibility.  We  will,  in  the  meanwhile,  save  money  for  producing  and  posting  the  program  guide  by 
publishing  it  every  other  month. 

We  will  not  be  able  to  spend  money  for  the  upkeep  of  our  building  or  to  make  equipment  purchases  for  our  studios 
and  programmers. 

The  good  news  is  that  we  are  able  lo  pay  for  a  simple  cost  of  living  salary  increase  for  our  employees.  They  deserve 
a  raise!  If  there  are  any  gripes  about  this,  please  address  them  tome.  Just  know  thai  it's  downright  embarrassing  to 
offer  people  the  wages  we  do  which  I  believe  are  low,  even  for  non-profit  radio. 

And  the  good  news  continues  because  wonderful  programming  is  coming  your  way  in  the  months  ahead.  I'm 
particularly  proud  of  our  efforts  on  the  reading  of  The  Grapes  of  Wrath,  which  is  a  project  headed  up  by  volunteers 
Cindy  Friedman  and  John  Chartrand.  Our  thanks  to  all  those  artists  who  gave  of  their  lime  ir  this  production,  which 
will  be  broadcast  this  Thanksgiving  Weekend. 

Though  the  present  may  not  be  ihe  ideal  time  to  recruit  for  a  new  Folio  editor,  there  is  a  challenge  in  every  crisis. 
We  do  have  a  quarter-time  opening  for  a  responsible  person  with  desktop  publishing  skills;  and  openings  for  a  half- 
lime  administrative  assistant;  a  half-time  switchboard  operator/receptionist  and  a  chief  engineer  who  works  on  a 
contract  basis.  We're  extending  the  application  deadlines  for  the  administrative  as  si  sunt  and  the  receptionist  jobs, 
to  October  27;  the  deadline  for  the  Folio  editor  opening  is  October  6;  and  the  chief  engineer  position  will  be  held 
open  uniil  it  is  filled.  If  you're  interested  in  any  of  these  positions,  please  call  for  information  or  send  a  resume  to 
me  ai:  KPFK.

I.et  me  try  to  summarize  this  report  in  the  following  way.  KPFK's  employees  are  a  hard-working  and  dedicated  staff. 
They  deserve  your  support  and  ihey  have  earned  their  raises.  Our  job  openings  will  bring  fresh  blood  into  the  station. 
And  those  of  us  who  remain  will  know  enough  history  to  recall  times  when  red  ink  washed  over  rose  colored  visions. 
When  people  ask  how  I'm  doing  these  days,  the  answer  comes  with  a  wry  smile:  working  here  is  the  most  honest 
dollar  I've  ever  earned.  Please  know  that  your  sponsorship  of  KPFK  is  the  most  efficient  dollar  spent  in  radio  today. 

After  six  months  in  the  General  Manager's  chair,  I've  shared  enough  tears  and  laughter  to  know  that 
listener -sponsored,  free-speech  radio  lives  as  a  grasp  in  search  of  its  reach.  I  know  that  we  take  on  the 
big  issues  by  choice  and  are  sometimes  relentless  in  our  pursuit  of  them.  We're  committed  to  exploring 
freedom,  race  relations,  politics,  health  and  the  environment.  But  the  glue  that  holds  people  together 
—  courtesy,  humor  and  civility  —  too  often  occur  as  after  thoughts.  I  wonder  aboulour  human  face  and 
I  feel  lucky  to  have  this  concern.  Here's  to  a  life  in  the  balance.
